CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: November 14, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for a few dogs that had a 
few fleas present on them. 

Date of Violation: November 14, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 3.4(b)(4) Outdoor housing facilities. Shelter from the elements. 
Outdoor facilities for dogs or cats must include one or more shelter structures that 
are accessible to each animal in each outdoor facility, and that are large enough to 
allow each animal in the shelter structure to sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, 
and to turn about freely. In addition to the shelter structures, one or more separate 
outside areas of shade must be provided, large enough to contain all the animals at 
one time and protect them from the direct rays of the sun. Shelters in outdoor 
facilities for dogs or cats must contain a roof, four sides, and a floor, and must 
contain clean, dry bedding material if the ambient temperature is below 50 
degrees Fahrenheit. Additional clean, dry bedding is required when the 
temperature is 35 degrees Fahrenheit or lower. 

You failed to provide clean, dry bedding for dogs in the outdoor 
enclosures. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $321. 
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
